nois Iowa nnd Ne'brafckaj-does the sig- 
nilcance of absenteeism! in landlords 
become apparent. 
But ijow the matter 


will bo brought homo 'to Americans 
moro directly than it Ipaa ever Tbeen 
brought borne yet, for there is shortly 
to ha a xraion in London of the Ameri- 
can liuuldwniug interes ;o, and a series 
of drastic measures ire scheduled, 
which, it is beliaved, will not only in- 
creasa the animalrentals'of the rust do- 
main involved, but which will greatly 
ailcct the destiny of th'e hundreds-of 
tiionsands who dwell upon it. 


For some time past it has been evi- 


dent to the foreign landowners that 
concerted action on theirpart was essen- 
tial to their interests. It is well known 
to tboso who nave over casually looked 
into the matter that foreign landown- 
ing has mvioh impeded the development 
of the western commonwealths. 
These 


great landowners positively refuse to 
sell. They prefer to establish a system 
of agencies and bailiffs, with the result 
that very serious complications have re- 
sulted. The state legislatures have done 
their best to deal with the question, 
bnt heretofore with onlyindifferent suc- 
cess. 
Viscount Scully is, rightly or 


wrongly, made the scapegoat of this 
whole business. He has for years been 
a thorn in the path of .one state admin- 
istration after another, and his shrewd- 
ness iu evading every provision of law 
directed against him has extorted the 
admiration of thousands. Thus Scully 
practically owns in Illinois the best 
parts of the counties of Logan, Living- 
ston and Tagewell. The state in 1887 
passed an alien land law, directed solely 
against Scully. To evade it he insisted 
beforehand upon a clause in all his 
leases stipulating that the lessee should 
pay all taxes accruing against the prop- 
erty leased. The result was the creation 
of a large and solid body of voters in 
the Scully counties, as they aro called, 
opposed to propositions, of public im- 
provement by taxation. •—•Boston Herald.

WHY TUH GOLD GOBS 1O EUROPE. 


The exports from the United States 


to Europe exceed the imports. Tbeie 
exports consist of wheat, col ton, corn, 
pork and beef, all products of the farm. 
Europe muat have those articles and 
bays them from the United States be- 
cause it is obliged to do so. They ex- 
ceed in value by a hundred millions or 
go annually the imports from Europe 
to the United States. These imports 
consist principally of articles which the 
wealthy desire and which the farmers, 
wiio keep the balance of trade in favor 
of the United States, cannot afford to 
buy. 


With tba exports in excess of the im- 


povts the natural supposition is that 
gold would coma from Europe to the 
Uuited States instead of going from tho 
United States to Europe. Such, how- 
over is not the fact. Why untler such 
circumstances the gold current does 
not wet iu toward, rather than from, the 
United States, has been the subjeul of 
investigation. Tho estimates made by 
thoso who have been inquiring into t'ua 
matter are believed to bo substantially 
correct.' They figure the amount of 
gold 
spent 
by American travelers 


abroad jtuiiunliy at $100,000,000; the 
amount paid for freight carried in 
foreign whips, $100,000,000; dividends 
uuJ interest t>a Amei'iuan securities 
held in J'Jurope, :j!75,00i),000; profits of 
foreign corporations, real estate owners, 
stc., $75,000,000; making a total of !>;350,- 
000,000 a year. 


This exceeds the balance of tradoy 


which is iu our favor, and the excess 
has l.o be made up iu gold coin, which 
accounts for the large shipments of 
gold to Europe. ' If our obligations 
were payable in gold and silver at ths 
option of tho debtor much of the mo:i'jy 
which nosy goes to Europe would be in- 
vested or expended in tho 
UuiU'd 


States. The policy of the AdnuuUi.ni- 
tion and the Eastern agents of the 
European investors is, however, to pay 
everything in gold, and as that is the 
only money now bemg issued by the 
Government, and the product of thp 
metal is limited, prices are down t'o 
bedrock, the money iu circulation is 
not suliicieut for the busineaa require- 
ments of the country iind times are uu- 
precedenledly dull.

A5IKM>KU FUNDING 


It is announced that another attempt 


will ba made to pass u bill to fund the 
indebtedness of tho subsidized rail- 
roads at this session of Congress. 
Chairman Keilly of the Committee on 
Pacific Eailroads has prepared a now 
bill, or rather the railroad people pro- 
paved it for him, which he hopes to 
get before the House next week. This 
bill provides for the payment of the 
principal of the Government debt and 
the funding of the interest and the 
second mortgage debts. 


The bonds issued by the United 


States in aid of tho construction of the 
Pacific Railroads amount to $64,623,- 
512. 
The interest unpaid on these 


bonds amounts to about $73,000,000, 
making the total amount due the Gov- 
ernment 
about 
$137,000,000. 
The 


amount of the first mortgage bonds is 
$64,618,000. 
Tho interest 
on these 


bonds has been paid, so that under the 
provisions of the amended funding bill 
the railroad companies would pay $64,- 
613,000, redeem the first mortgage bonds 
and the balance of $137,500,000 would 
be refunded, the United states guaran- 
teeing the payment of principal nt 
maturity and interest ns it accrued. 


An the railroads would have to bor- 


row the money to pay the first mort- 
gage bonds, and pay interest on that 
and the funded debt of $187,500,000, 
transportation rates would have to be 
kept up as high as the traffic would 
bear to meet interest obligations and 
running expenses during the lives of 
the present generation. 


Few, if any, who opposed the original 


Reilly bill will support the amended 
bill, and there is very little prospect of 
its passage at this session of Congress.
